3. In each area of operations, such as the Sino/Indian 
Border, before the Detachment is redeployed to Edwards AFB, 
the overall operation is discussed with COMOR with a view 
toward validation of targets. When less than 100% cove rage 
has been obtained and mission approvals hâve been expended 
and COMOR validâtes the remaining targets, additional missions 
are requested. When COMOR indicates that the remaining targets 
do not justify an additional mission, the operation is considered 
complété. 
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4. From 1 September 1963 to date the Agency had a total 
of seven aircraft assigned, but during most of that period 
only four were available for operational missions. Two air- 
craft were on loan to SAC from 1 September 1963 tolate Nov- 
emb e r .
